F. No. l/17/96-KP(T&J) I:— Subject; Conditions applicable for the period of 1997-99 for exports of certain Yam. Fabric and 
Made-up items to countries where such exports arc covered by restraints under the provisions of 
the Agreement on Textiles and Clothing. 

1. Introduction 

Pursuant to the provisions contained in Item No. 11 of Appendix XLIII-I of Volume 1 of the Handbook of Procedures 
published under the Export and Import Policy (1992-1997), in respect of exports of Yarn, Fabric and Made-up items to the 
USA. Canada, the European Union and Norway, the policy for allotment of entitlements, (hereinafter referred to as the Allot¬ 
ment Policy) for the years 1997 to 1999 shall be as hereinafter detailed. 

2. Administration 

(i) Unless otherwise directed, the Executive Director, the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council (TEXPROCIL) shall 
allocate entitlements of all Yam, Fabric and Made-up items, e.\ccpt for categories 3/3a and 23/EU. allotments of which will 
be made by the Secretary, Synthetic & Rayon Textiles Export Promotion Council (SRTEPC). However, necessary certifl- 
cation for all such exports shall be done by TEXPROCIL only. 

(ii) For the purpose of the above, the “Executive Director. TEXPROCIL", and "Secretary, SRTEPC" shall mean and include 
such other oflQcials who arc duly authorised to exercise the necessary powers, functions and responsibilities or who are 
delegated with necessary powers, functions and responsibilities. 

(iii) The Executive Director, TEXPROCIL and Secretary, SRTEPC. notwithstanding any delegation effected by them, shall be 
accountable to the Ministry erf Textiles for implementation of the Policy. 

(iv) The Ministry of Textiles shall be the final authority regarding the interpretation of any of the provisions of this notification. 
The Ministry of Textiles may also issue such guidelines as it deems fit from time to time, regarding agencies of administra¬ 
tion, their fimetions and responsibilities and may reallocate part or whole of the functions and responsibilities to such 
authorities as it deems fit. 

(v) Export entitlements will be allotted only to exporters registered with the competent registering authorities under the E.xport 
Import Policy. 

3. Base Year 

The phrase “Base Year” for an allotment year, wherever appearing in this Notification, shall mean the calendar year 
preceding theyear immediately before that allotment year. For example the base year for the year 1997 shall be the year 1993. 

4. Systems of Allotment

(ii) Ckimputation of available levels shall be done in the following manner: 

(a) Available levels will be allotted pro-rata on the value of exports during the base year by the applicants in each country- 
category. Allotments, however, will be restricted to the average armual export performance of India in the country- 
category during the base year. 
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(b) The average unit value realiaed by all exporters who have ^lled for ^ Entitlement in a partii»lar country-category 
during the base year would be worked out and exporters who have realised higher unit ^^ue than the average unit 
value will be allotted additional quantities ftom the 15% reserved pool (HVE) on the basis of the difference between 
the unit value realised by an erqxrrter and the average value realised in a country-category multiplied by the quantity 
exported by the individual exporters in that country-category. For allotment of High Value Entitlement under catego¬ 
ries 2,2a, 3 and 3a/EU, the realisation will be calculated in terms of Rupees per Square Metre instead of in terms of 
Rupees per Kilograms.

(vi) When the quantity allotted to any applicant in any one category is too small (as decided by the Textile Commissioner), the 
Executive Director, TEXPROCIL shall reallocate such quantity in such maimer that the quantities allotted to each of the 
applicants is reasonably large.

(a) The Non-quota entitlements shall bo distributed on the basis of the exports of yam, fabric and made-up items during 
the base year to non-quota countries and exports of non-quota-items to quota countries, provided the payment is 
received in free currency, and the erqxrrter has a minimum export performance of Rs. 15 lacs during the base year. 
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(b) Entitlements under this intern shall be con 4 )uted on the basis of the value of ejqMits during the base year and the 
levels available will be distributed pro-rata on the basis of the value of exports of individual aj^licants separately for 
yam, fabrics and made-iq>8. However, exports to the following thrust countries will be given double weightage for the 
purpose of determining entitlements under the system: 

“Switzerland, Bulgaria, Czech Rqrublic, Slovak Republic, Hungary, Poland, J^ran, Singtyxrre, South Africa, Argen¬ 
tina, Brazil, Chile, Mexico, Netherland Antilles, Panama, Curacao, Venezuela, Australia, Newzealand, Armenia, 
Azerbaijan, Belarus, Estonia, Georgia, Kazakhstan, Kryghyzstan, Latvia, Lithuania, Mddova, T^ikistan,, Turkmenistan, 
Ukraine and Uzbekistan". 

(c) An exporter shall be permitted a choice of seven country-category combinations for allotment. 

Conditions 

(iii) All conditions applicable to PPE shall also be applicable for NQE, mutatis-mutandis. 

Transferability 

(iv) NQE is transferable (such transferred entitlements hereinafter referred to as NQT) and the conditions of transfer will be the 
same as in the case of PPE. NQT is not transferable. 

(v) All conditions applicble to PPT shall also be applicable to NQT, mutatis-mutandis. 

9, Powerloom Exporters' Entitlement (PEE) System 

The Textile Commissioner will separately notify detailed guidelines and norms of eligibility for allotments under the 
PEE system. 

10. Period of allotment and Revalidation of Entitlements 

(A) PPE, NQE, PEE & MEE SYSTEMS 

(i) The quantities earmarked in the above systems shall be available on 1 January of the quota year and for this purpose, 
applications may be invited during the previous year, (ii) For the purpose of utilisation of allotrrrents, there shall be a single 
period, viz. January-September in respect of PPE, NQE, PEE and MEE Systems. Exporters should utilise their entire 
allotments by 30 September. 

Revalidatlon of unutilised entitlements 

[Hi) The unutilised quantities after 30 September can be extended upto 31 December of the same year against Earnest Monej’ 
Deposits/Bank Guarantees/ Post Dated Cheques (PDC) at the rates given below; 

Product group Amount 

Yam to the EU/USA Rs. 5 per Kg. 

Fabric and made-up items to the EU/Norw^ Rs. 10 per Kg. 

Fabric and made-up items to the USA/Canada Rs. 2 per Sq. Mtr. 

or 

Rs. 2 per dozen, as the case may be. 

Any other item 5% of FOB value 

Acceptable forms of E.M.D. 

(iv) The EMD can be accepted by way of Cash Deposit/Cheque/Pay Order/Bank Guarantee. 

(v) In case the ED, TEXPROCIL/ Secretary, SRTEPC faces a problem in realising the proceeds of a Post Dated Cheque, he 
shall debit equivalent quantities from the entitlements of the concerned exporter and (H>ar him from exporting till the time 
he furnishes an amount equivalent to the unrealised amount to TEXPROCIL/SRTEPC in the form of EMD/BG. 

(B) . RG.E, System 

(vi) Entitlements under the RGE System s hall be opened four times in the year on predetermined dates (to be atmounced by 
TEXPROCIL/SRTEPC) during the months of January, April, July and October 75% of the level will be released during 
January, April and the balance 23% during July and October. 

(vii) In case additional quantities become available for allotment under this system between the predetermined dates, such 
quantities shall be released any time after giving adequate notice to the trade by the concerned Agency with the approval of 
the Ministry of Textiles. 

Extension 

(vili)No extensions would be permitted for ROE entitlements.

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11. Validity of Certification 

Validity of certification under the ROE System will be for a period of 30 dyas from the date of endorsement of the 
shifting bill. Validity of PPE/MEE/NQE/PEE and transferred PP and NQ Entitlements will be 30 days firom the date of en¬ 
dorsement of the shipping bili or till the expiry of the entitiement certificate, whichever Is earlier. The Textiie Commissioner 
may grant extension of validity period upto three working days in individual cases if he is satisfied that the exporter concerned 
could not export within the period due to circumstances beyond his control. 

12. Slow-moving items 

(i) An item shall be notified as slow-moving, if, during the base year the utilisation has been less than 75% of the atmual level 
for that year. The Executive Director, TEXPROCIL/Sccrctaty, SRTEPC shail notify the items that are slow-moving, latest 
by 1st December of the previous year. 

(ii) Notwithstanding anything else contained in any of the provisions of this notification, for slow-moving items, EMD/BG 
wouid be charged @ 1 % of FOB vaiue for shipments under the Ready Goods Entitlement System. 

(iii) This relaxation may, however, be withdrawn without advance notice. 

13. Forfeiture of EMD/BGfPost Dated Cheque 

(i) The EMD/BG/Post Dated Cheque of an exporter who eiqxrrts 90% or more of the entitlement would be released in full. 

(ii) The EMD/BG/Post Dated Cheque of an exporter who exports less than 90% of the export entitlement (including PPT/ 
NQT), shall be forfeited as hereinafter provided. The Executive Director, TEXPROCUVSecrctary, SRTEPC shall forfeit 
the EMD/BG in case utiiisation is upto 75% in case of fast moving items and upto 50% in case of slow-moving items 
proportionate to the shortfall in utilisation. If utilisation is less than the above, the EMD/BG/Post Dated Cheque shall be 
forfeited in full. 

(iii) For this purpose, utilisation shall be calculated on the basis of each system separately. In case of extension of validity/ 
certification, percentage utilisation shall be computed separately for the quantity for which certification/validity has been 
extended. 

(iv) All forfeited EMD/BG/Post Dated Cheques shall be deposited into a Public Deposit Account of the Government in such 
manner as Government directs fi'om time to time. 

(v) Persons to whom export entitlements are allocated but who do not utilise these fiilly would render themselVes liable to 
disqualification from getting entitlements in fiiture without prejudice to any other action that may be taken against them. 

(vi) A show cause notice shall be issued before forfeiture. 

(vii) If an exporter surrenders his entitlements under any system either during the original validity period or within a period of 
3 days of the expiry of the validity, 50% of the EMD/BG/Post Dated Cheque amount covered by the entitlement would be 
released to the exporter. 

14. Appeal against forfeiture of EMD/BG/Post Dated Cheque 

An exporter when aggrieved by an order of forfeiture by Executive Director TEXPROCIL/Secrctary, SRTEPC under 
para 13 above may appeal before the Textile Commissioner within 60 days of despatch of such communication on forfeiture. 
The Textile Commissioner shall, upon receipt of such representation give a ruling as early as possible. While disposing of 
appeals, he will take into consideration the conditions of forfeiture spelt out in the notification, in addition to force-mqjeure 
conditions. For this purpose the Textile Commissioner shall mean and include such other officer designated by him. He shall 
also give an opportunity for personal hearing, if requested for by the applicant. If the exporter is not satisfied with the decision 
of the Textile Commissioner, he may prefer qn appe^ against the decision within 60 days of the despatch of the communication 
conveying the decision, to the Appellate Committee, Ministry of Textiles, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi-110 001. The tq^teals 
shall he sent to the Member-Secretary of the Appellate Committee. 

(ii) The composition of the Appellate Cormnittee shall be as follows:

15. Guidelines for obtaining release of held-up consignments 

(a) Where a shipment effected in a non-quota item or in another restrained item is reclassified by the importing country into a 
restrained category. Export Certificates/Visas for the reclassified category should be issued after the exporter smrenders 
the necessary quota in any system other than RGE. If RGE balance is available for allotment, EC/Visas may be issued. 
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without the exporter surrendering any quota, by debiting to such RGB balance The stipulations of this para will also apply 
to cases where a change of buyer is required for a shipment that has been effected m the RGE System or in any of the other 
system after getting an extension beyond 30th September and to cases where a change of importing country is required 

(b) Where a shipment exported in a restrained category is reclassifted into another restrained category as above, the entitlement 
used for sending the shipment from the country may be returned to the exporter, subject to the following conditions 


(i) The exporter retums the original BCWisa that had been issued to him 

(ii) The entitlement Certificate which had been debited at the time of export remains valid for the concerned quantity when 
the add back is requested 

(c) In cases where the exporter is required to surrender quotas for reclassified categones, he should also be allowed to do so 
from his own entitlements in PPE, NQE, MEE or PEE or entitlements obtained by transfer If the case is to be cleared after 
October, when transfers are not permissible and the exporter does not have his own entitlements to surrender, he may 
ftirmsh an undertaking to surrender the requisite quantity by 31st January of the succeeding year from the succeeding 
year’s entitlements (his own or transferred) Such an undertaking should be backed by EMD/BG to the extent of 30% of the 
value of the quantity calculated at the rates mentioned in para lO(lii) In such cases, PP, NQ, ME, PE entitlements in any 
country-category to the exporter for the succeeding year may be allotted only after the reqmsite quantity is surrendered If 
the quantity is not surrenckred, the EMD/BG may be forfeited 

16. Procedure to deal with quota malpractices by exporters: 


(i) A Comimttee called the Enforcement Committee is constituted with the foUowmg composition —

If the Enforcement Committee considers cases relating to malpractices m respect of export of category 3/3a (EU), 
(Category 23 (EU) products, the Chairman and Secretary of SRTEPC would be invited for the meeting of the Comrmttee 
(ii) The Enforcement Committee will deal with cases Invotvmg the use of any one of the foUowmg, in cormection with obtain- 
mg, extending, utilising or proving the utilisation of quotas — 

(a) Any fraudulem activity. 


(b) Any misrepresentation of fhcts 

(c) Any fhlslfication of documents of forgery. 

(d) Submission of post-dated cheques for extension of entitlements which are dishonoured on presentation to his bank 
(ill) The Enforcement Committee will also deal with cases relating to eiqxiiters who are found to have exported or who have 

coiiqileted the formalities to export any item, which contains any dyes, cheimcals, pigments or other material whose 
handling is specifically banned the coiiqietent authority of the OoveiiunenL 

(rv) In cases where the Oimmlttee finds the exporters guilty of fraud or other irregularities, which are violative of any of the 
above provitions, after examining his explanation and giving a personal hearing, the exporter may be debarred from 
obtaining entitlements and participating in the Export Entitlement Distribution Scheme for a specified period 

(v) In senous cases, the exporter may be tenqxiranly debarred by ED, TEXPROCIL, before personal heanng, pending the 
completion of the procedures and finalisation of a decision by the Ommittee. 

(vi) An Enforcement .^pellate Committee with the following composition will hear appeals against the decisions of the En¬ 
forcement Committee:

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(vii)The Enforcement Appellate Committ^ may review and amend, modify or quash the orders of the Enforcement Committee 
on appeal from the exporter or by calling for the details from TEXPROCII7SRTEPC, on its own. 

17. Clearance by Customs 

(i) Products under restraint 

Shipments will be allowed by Customs authorities at the ports of shipment after verifying the certifreation of export entitle¬ 
ment on the original and duplicate of shipping bills for individual consignments issued by the TEXPROCIL or any other 
appropriate agency designated for this purpose. 

(ii) Handloom Products 

Insofyr as export of all handloom fabiic/made-up items corresponding to restrained items are concerned, shipments will be 
permitted by the Customs on the basis of 'Inspection endorsement' by the Textiles Cotiunittee in part-2 of the combination 
form. 

(iii) Made-up items falling under “India Item”: 

In respect of “India Items” which are traditional folklore handicraft textile products of India, shipments will be permitted 
by the Customs for export to the USA, the EU, Canada and Norway on the basis of appropriate certificates issued by the 
Ofilcers of the Development Commissioner (Handicrafts). 

18. Export Certificate, Certificate of Origin & Visa: 

The following certification required under the relevant Administrative Arrangements (erstwhile Bilateral Textile Agree¬ 
ments) will be issued by TEXPROCIL or any other body duly authorised in this behalf:— 

(i) USA 

Visa for all mill-madc/powerloom fabric and made-up consignments of commercial value and visa for handloom made-up 
items falling under categories 363 and 369. 

(ii) E.U. 

(a) Export Certificate and Certificate of Origin for all restrained items of powerloom/miU-made origin. 

(b) (Certificate of origin for non-restrained items of powerlooms/mill-made/knitted origin. 

(iii) CANADA 

Export Certificates for Fabric/Made-up items, mill-made/powerloom/knitted origin which are subject to restraint, except 
for consignments valued at less than (Canadian dollars 500/-. 

(iv) NORWAY 

Export Certificate/Ccrtiflcate of Origin in rrapect of bedlinen of powerloom and mill-made origin under category 7. 

19. Handloom Exempt Certificate 

In the case of export of all handloom fabric/made-up items corresponding to restrained items for Canada, all handloom 
fabrics and made-up items for the EU and the USA and handloom bedlinen for Norway, the Textijes Committee will issue the 
Certificate as prescribed in the respective Administrative Arrangements (erstwhile Bilateral Agreements) for such products. 

20. Supervisory role of the Textile/Commissioner 

The Textile Commissioner siiall exercise day to day supervision over matters relating to the allocation of export entitle¬ 
ments. A co-ordination Committee with the Textile (Commissioner as Chairman and representatives of the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council, the Synthetic and Rayon Textiles Erqiort Promotion Council, the Wool and Woollens Export Pro¬ 
motion Council and the Handloom Export Promotion Council will review the operation of the policy periodically. On matters 
where there is a difference of opinion, the decision of the Textile Commissioner will be final. 

21. Oovenunent reserves the right to make amendments to any of the foregoing provisions in the public interest, without 
giving prior notice.
